This slate was picked in a State 
convention of klan delegates.héld 
in the hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the State Capitol at 
Jefferson City Saturday, July 12. 

It is complete except that no 
Democrat is either supported or 
proscribed for Judge of the State 
Supreme Court, Division No. 1, and 
no Republican is mentioned either 
way for Secretary of State. 

Secrecy as to Names.

‘as guarded with great secrecy at 
the time of the Jefferson City 
meeting and the intention at that 
time was to circulate the Slate 
among klansmen on the very eve 


was taken in Jackson County has 
not been learned as local heads’ of 
the klan, found at their offices on 
the fifth floor of the Continental 
Building, declined to discuss any 
phase of the gnatter. 

The ballot, which is aboyt four 
inches wide and about 20 inches 
long, bears no klan or other identi- 
fication, except the purported sig- 
natures of 10 men at the bottom, in 
compliance with a State law re- 
quiring all political literature to be 
signed by its sponsors. All but two 
of them reside in Kansas Citv. 

Its first circulatfon was at a 
meeting last Thursday night at Ab- 
ston Grove, a short distance from 
Independence, about seven miles 
exst of Kansas City, at which sev- 
eral thousand men and women at- 
tended a joint initiation of the klan.

Previous Rate 40 Cents for 
First Mile—Many Com- 
panies Announce Cut.

NEW YORK, July 23.—Begin- 


ning Friday, New York's taxicab 
rates are going to a new low level. 
with a charge of 20 cents a mile 
straight. 

The first two days of the rate 


war brought down minimum ‘taxi 
rates from 40 cents the first mH. 
and 30 cents a mile thereafter, to 30 
cents and 20 cents. At least half the 
city taxicabs already are operating 
or planning to operate on the latter 
scale. Last night Otto Gutfround., 
manager of the Premier Taxicab 
Co., announced that the 670 cabs 
of his company will begin Friday 
to install meters charging 10 cent. 
for the first half mile and 10 cents 
for each additional half mile. 

This is lower, by 5 cents for the 
first mile, than the promised rad 
of the newly-formed United States 
Cab Corporation, which précipi- 
tated the rate cutting. Fifty to 
100 cars, operating at the 20-cents- 
a-mile straight rate, will be on th 
streets Friday, Gutfround said, and 
the others will follow at the new 
rates within a few weeks.

QUICKSILVER TURNED TO GOLD 
COSTS $1,000,000 A GRAM 


German Professor Who Discovered 
Phenomena That Disputes Metal 
Theorics, Doubts Its Value. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the Chicago Daily News. 

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, July 22. 
— The German professor. Miethe, 
whose experiments in producing 
gold from quicksilver have been re- 
ported by cable from Berlin, is in 
Christiania. 

“My discovery was entirely acci- 
dental,“ he said. “Everywhere the 
decomposition of quicksilver into 
gold was considered impossible, as 
it contradicted all hitherto recog- 
nized theories. 

“IT made the discovery when try- 
ing to apply color to diamonds. For 
this purpose I used a quicksilver 
lamp and discovered a coating in- 
side the lamp. Analyzing this coat- 
ing I found it to contain gold. I 
repeated the experiment under dif- 
ferent conditions, but always ob- 
tained the same result. 

“Hitherto gold has been consid- 
ered an element, but from now on 
it is hardly possible to speak of ele- 
ments. However, the practical 
vaiue of my discovery for the mo- 
ment is nil. The production of one 
gram of gold by that method would 
cost about $1,000,000. It is impos- 
sible. of course, to say what the 
future might develop.“ 

Prof. Miethe added that thus 
far he had produced only one milli- 
gram of gold. \

day in District Judge Leahy's court 
on contempt of court charges, Ma- 
gee was sentenced to three months 
in jail. i 

Sheriff Delgado refused to re- 
lease the publisher last night after 
receiving notification that Gov. 
Hinkle had pardoned Magee as he 
did in the case of a former convic- 
tion a year ago in Judge Leahy’s 
court. The Sheriff based his re- 
fusal to release Magee on the 
grounds that the Governor had no 
pardoning power in the case of 
direct contempt. 

The State Supreme Court this 
afternoon granted a writ of habeas 
corpus requiring Sheriff Delgado to 
produce Magee in that court at 2 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon, but 
refused to admit Magee to bond in 
the meantime. 

Adjutant-General Skipwith of 
the New Mexico National Guard, 
who motored here from Santa Fe 
with official notification of the 
pardon, made an effort to get per- 
mission from the Governor to call 
out the National Guard to release 
Magee. Failing in this, the Ad- 
jutant-General made no further 
effort to release Magee and coun- 
seled peace when a group of the 
publisher’s sympathizers gathered 
in a downtown district and offered 
their assistance in freeing him. 

Magee’s Fight Against Court. 

Magee’s tmprisonment is the re- 

of a long fight he has waged 
through his newspaper against 
what he has referred to editorially 
as corruption of courts” and other 
alleged governmental misdemean- 
ors. First, contempt of court 
charges were preferred against him 
more than a year ago as a result 
of editorials attacking J. W. P ¢ 
ker, Chief Justice of the New M 
ico Supreme Court. 

The first trials resulted in 
Magee's conviction on four crim- 
inal libel counts in Judge Leahy's 
court and the subsequent imposi- 
tion of fines aggregating more 
than $4000, and jail sentences to- 
taling 360 days.

Hinkle extended executive 
clemency. 

When he was declared guilty 
of contempt yesterday and the 
court had pronounced sentence, 
Judge Leahy ‘asked him if he had 
any statement to make.

A volley of camera clicks marked 
the mother’s progress to the wit- 
ness stand.

‘Bobby Went to His Death.’ 

“To that act of Providence 
young Levinson owes his life,” said 
Crowe. “But there was another 
boy there, a boy who only the day 
before had played tennis with Loeb 
in the latter’s yard. 

Tome in, Bobby, we'll ride you 
home,’ said Loeb. ‘No, I prefer to 
walk,” said Bobby. 

“Come on, I want to talk about 
your tennis racquet,’ said Loeb, and 
Bobby went to his death.

‘Measly Yellow Cur’

“It doesn’t do any. good for me 


to fight in Leahy's court. I'm as 
certain to get stuck as a fly is to 
stick to sticky fly paper in August. 
My will to fight is as keen as 
though I really had a chance to go 
free, but beating my wings will but 
get them into the “goo” in which 
my feet are now caught. 

Leahy's Court isn’t a court. It 
is a slaughter house for the blind 
goddess of justice. ‘Abandon hope 
all ye who enter here,’ could be put 
over the entrance with great pro- 
priety. I doubt whether a case. 
civil or criminal, has been decided 
there on its merits in 10 years. 

“If the time ever comes that I 
can get Leahy on an equal footing 
with me in an honest court I'll 
take him to the worst cleaning one 
man ever received. About once in 
two weeks for a year I have ac- 
cused him of being a corrupt Judge 
in the hope that I could invel 
him into suing me for libel.

He told about having 
given a deposition for Noell's client 
in thd damage suit and said that a 
representative of the Big Four aft- 
erwards tried to get him to change 
his statement. 

When the damage suit came up. 
last December, Frederick declared, 
a man claiming to be a Deputy 
Sheriff took him from his home 
unceremoniously and brought him 
to St. Louis to testify. He went to 
court, but the case was postponed 
a day. That evening, he said, a

This post she left last summer 
to become seoretary of the Com- 
mittee on Submission and Ad- 
dress of the Constitutional Con- 
vention. Meanwhile she had 
served as secretary of the women’s 
division of the Democratic State 
Committee until women by act of 
Legislature were taken into the 
party councils upon a 50-50 basis 
of representation. In furthering 
this act she wWas largely instru- 
mental. Then she was elected 
secretary of the entire State Com- 
mittee, serving, be it noted, with- 
out compensation, though her pre- 
decessor, before Democrats fell 
upon evil days, drew a regular 
Salary.

COOLIDGE TO MAKE 
FEW SPEECHES 


James B. Reynolds in Charge 
of Washington Headquarters 
of Republican Campaign.

"WASHINGTON. July 23.—Re- 
publican campaign activities in 
Washington today simmered down 
to conferences. between President 
Coolidge ard various leaders and 
to preparations for the ceremonies 
to be held here three weeks from 
tomorrow for the purpose of for- 
mally notifying Mr. Coolidge of his 
nomination. 

Mr. Coolidge has made it plain 
that official business is to come 
first, and with that in mind he has 
decided firmly against any ex- 
tended campaign tour and plans 
to confine his speaking activities 
to less than a dozen addresses. 

James B. Reynolds, formerly of 
Massachusetts but now of Wash- 
ington, who was manager of the 
Coolidge pre-convehtion presiden- 
tial campaign in 1920, has become 
head of the Washington office of 
the campaign organization. 

Chairman Butler, before leaving 
Washington for Chicago, gave out 
a statement in which he said he 
regarded the campaign as really 
opened; that the Republicans were 
ready to wage the contest either 
on the basis of personality of can- 
didates or of party record and 
pledges; that a branch headquar- 
ters probably would be established 
in the West, and that the Repub- 
lican campaign management was 
planning a contest in which all the 
people might have a part and 
which would seek to stir the stay- 
at-home vote out of its apathy. 

“The American people as a 
whole have already achieved their 
own understanding of President 
Coolidge,”” he said. ‘“‘His program 
of economy, of taxation reduction, 
of efficiency, is nationwide in its 
eppeal. We do not have to shade 
or modify it to meet any sectional 
situation. 

“As matters stand, our friendly 
enemies desire to make this, as 
some of them have said, a cam- 
paign based on the personality of 
the candidates. We will be ready. 
If they desire to base the election 
on pledges or party records, we 
will not be disturbed.”

FACTS ABOUT REPUBLICAN 
CANDIDATES FOR BENCH AND 
CIRCUIT ATTORNEY’S OFFICE 


Circuit Judges Hartmann, Hall, Landwehr, 
Hogan and Prosecutor Sidener Seeking 
Renominations in Primaries. 


The most important offices to 
be filled in the November election, 
in their bearing on the people of 
St. Louis, are those concerned with 
the enforcement of the law. The 
chief offices which have this im- 
portance are that of Governor, in 
that the Governor appoints the St. 
Louis Police Board; Circuit Judges, 
who have the duty of enforcing the 
laws from the bench, and the Cir- 
cuit Attorney, whose duty is to 
présecute felony cases. 

Facts concerning the candidates 
for the Republican and Democratic 
nominations for Governor, in the 
primary of Aug. 5, have been 
printed in the Post-Dispatch. To- 
day the Post-Dispatch begins pub- 
lication of facts as to candidates 
for the bench and the circuit at- 
torneyship. 

As, in the primary, each voter 
must choose between the candi- 
dates of one party only, the candi- 
dates within the two parties will 
be presented separately. Today, 
for the information of the voters 
who will vote in the Republican 
primary, facts are given about the 
aspirants to the Republicans nomi- 
nations for judicial positiens, and 
for the circuit attorneyship. Later, 
similar facts will be given about the 
candidates for the same nominations 
in the Democratic primary. 

Four Circuit Judges are to be 
elected for full terms this fall. 
While the majority of the Circuit 
Judges sit in civil divisions of the 
court, each Judge, during his eix- 
year term, takes his turn in the 
criminal division of the court. 

As there is no contest for the 
nomination for Circuit Judge, short 
term, or for the nomination for 
Judge of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, no candidates for those po- 
sitions are mentioned.

LUTHERANS IN RUSSIA ARE (NAVY TO BUILD MINE-LAYER 


Hull to Be Constructed at Ports- 

mouth, Engines in Brooklyn. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Secre- 
tary Wilbur announces that the 
Navy Department plans to build 
the hull of the mine-laying subma- 
rine authorized by the last session 
of Congress at Portsmouth navy 
yard, while the engines will be con- 
structed at Brooklyn navy yard. 

The submarine will be the first 
of the mine-laying type to be con- 
structed for the navy and will be 
built under plans made after ex- 
tensive study of the war experi- 
ence of Germany and the allied 
Powers with this type of undersea 
eraft. It will have a surface speed 
of about 15 knots and a submerged 
speed of eight knots and is intend- 
ed as an experimental vessel in or- 
der that the Navy Department may 
determine from practical operation 
the most desirable type of vessel to 
meet American naval needs. Con- 
gress fixed the limit of cost for 
hull and machinery of the ship at 
$5,300,000 and allowed an addi- 
tional $850,000 for armor and arm- 
ament.

PARIS, July 23.—The members 
of the American War Monument 
Com on are agreed that Amer- 
ican onuments abroad shall be 
limited to those approved by the 
American Government.and shall be 
for the memory of the dead and 
not for the glory of individual di- 
visions or commands. They have 
agreed informally that from the 
point of view of memorials the 
American battlefields abroad shall 
not take on the aagpéct of Gettys- 
burg. 

The commission has nearly fin- 
ished its work in Europe and the 
members are dispersing with the 
intention of meeting in Washing- 
ton for the report of their work 
which will be made directly to 
President Coolidge. 

The general impression among 
the members is that the cemeteries 
should be made as beautiful as 
possible by everything that the art 
of landscape gardening can fur- 
nish -without overfeaturing monu- 
ments or memorial structures.

MEN CONFER-ON STANDARDS 


French, German, Spanish and 
Dutch Delegates Will Recom- 
mend Adoption of Draft. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 23.—Representa- 
tives of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and European 
signatories of the agreement where- 
by universal standards for Ameri- 
can cotton were adopted, conferred 
yesterday at the American embassy 
on the draft form of a supplemen- 
tary agreement which was pro- 
posed by the American Department 
of Agriculture. 

Delegates from the Bremen, 
Havre, Barcelona and Rotterdam 
exchanges are prepared to recom- 
mend the new agreement to their 
members after minor alterations 
are made. The draft of the agree- 
ment will be submitted to the mem- 
bers of the Manchester Cotton As- 
sociation, the Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners and the Liverpool 
Cotton Association. 

Considerable objection has been 
taken by the Liverpool Cottep As- 
sociation to the methods they say 
the American Department of Agri- 
culture has used in making up key 
sets of cotton types which are to 
form the basis of arbitration. The 
association maintained that the 
whole position would be jeopar- 
dized if Washington was going to 
adopt the attitude that it might 
cancel any standards when it felt 
inclined to do so. The Manchester 
Cotton Association denies that 
Washington is acting arbirtarily.

By two entirely different routes 
these surgeons have succeeded in 
relieving attacks of angina.pectoris 
In addition to severing the sym- 
pathetic nerve associated with 
spasms of the aorta, the American 
surgeons also severed the sympa- 
thetic connections of the depressor 
nerve, which is that part of the sys- 
tem of heart control with which 
the operations of Drs. Hofer and 
Eppinger have to Go. 2 

One of the difficulties connected 


Dra, Coffey and Brown arises from 
the fact that the depressor as @= 
separate serve is rarely found, and 
where it cannot be found the possi- 
bility of relief by cutting the lower 
end of the vagus, or pneumogastric 
nerve, is difficult. Such an alter 
native is considered by the sur- 
geons as dangerous and of doubt- 
ful benefit. 

Another conference will be held 
within a year, and the hope is ex- 
pressed that physicians the world 
over will contribute to a better un- 
derstanding of the true relations of 
the nerves. Meanwhile the results 
of the present conference are

Everything Else Has Improved. 


On the contrary, it made many a 
thoughtless young couple take 
thought for tomorrow.

Since the 
stage of society when we first 
adopted monogamy, the whole 
scheme of gregarious existence has 
undergone a revolutionary change 
—with the single exception of our 
scheme for marriage and the fam- 
ily. Transportation, communica- 
tion, education—everything has 


been allowed to evolve and improve 


except the most important thing of 
all. The rules and regulations of 
the marriage game are left about 
where they were. We have dis- 
obeyed the one unchanging law. 
the law of change. We are suffer- 
ing for it. 

And yet those who venture te 
suggest that marriage is important 
enough to be reformed te fit mod- 
ern conditions are always accused 
of trying to destroy it. Clergymen 
and college presidents have often 
said to me with all the seriousness 
of which clergymen and college 
presidents are so eminently cap- 
able, you dent believe in 
marriage?
